Bulletin 37 of April 10 said: The FCC has released a Notice of Proposed 
Rulemaking, PR Docket 80 136, which proposes to delete the requirement that 
Amateur Radio stations identify the stations with which they are in contact, 
unless thase contacts involve international third party communications. 

The Commission is also proposing to require Amateur Radio stations-conduct- 
ing radioteleprinter communications to identify the station with which they 
are in contact where international third party traffic is involved. Comment 
deadline is July 16, 1980. Reply comments are due August 45, .1980. - De- 
tails will appear in June 1980 QsT. 


Bulletin 39 of April 1l said: The FCC has denied a petition, RM 2798, 
which proposed that amateur and CB licensing be combined so as to authorize 
amateur operators all frequency and mode privileges of CB radio operators 
in addition to their amateur privileges. The Commission said it noted some 
merit in the proposal since over forty percent of radio amateurs also hold 
CB licenses. However, it concludes that the disadvantages of combined 
licensing would outweigh the advantages. Details will appear in the .
